In dysmenorrhoa, the success of the treatment will depend on the accuracy 
of diagnosis and the cause which may be either ovarian or uterine misplacement, or 
stonosis of the cervix.

By 
carefully following this procedure, the use of the Galvanic Current will produce 
permanent dilation of the cervix.

Amenorrhea, Dysmenorrhca, norrhagia, Cellulipis, Non-Purulont 
Salphingitis, Endometritis, Mctritis, Subinvolution, Superinvolution, 
Utorino fibroids, Deficient development, Stenosis of tho Cervix 

and Uterine Misplacomont. 


In giving technics for the use of electricity on any part of the body, it 
has to be assumed that the diagnosis is sufficiently clear, and that the operator 
is equally cautious that he may not invade pathologieal areas where the current 
would be useless or do positive harm. Nowhere should the above statement be so 
strictly followed as about the delicate structure of tho Utcrine Appondagese 
The following suggestive technic outlines procedures which apply to the majority 
of cises; the dosage required is of great importance.
